LONDON, June 23. The Daily News

Admiral Dewey's force not be- 
ing sufficient to protect German Inter- 
ests.

are tempted every 'day and every hour 
to abandon their accustomed ways and 
enter upon a course ot new and strange 
adventure. 


"Never before in our history have 


we been beset with temptations so dan- 
gerous as those which now whisper in 
our ears alluring words of conquest and 
expansion, and point out to us fields 
bright In glory. I only recently saw 
a very useful book entitled " Don'V 
It contained a statement of numerous 
things-which should not te done. 
I 


am inclined to adopt the plan of this 
book to the extent of cautioning you 
against the imperfect ideas of civic 
duties and warn you against certain 
dangers which threaten the soundness 
and safety of true American citisen- 
ahip. and which especially at this par- 
ticular time seem: to lie In wait for us 
on every side."- '• 


Continuing he said: "With our first 


century's tremendous growth and ad- 
vancement before our eyes as proof of 
the strength and efficiency of constant 
Americanism, you will find in the be- 
ginning of our second century proof of 
the abundance of our present domain 
in millions of acres of government ter- 
ritory still unoccupied. In view of these 
things and considering our achieve- 
ments .in the past, and our promise..^ 
the future, recalling what we have done 
and what we have been and utll yet 
remain for us to do under the guidance 
if the rules and motives which have 
thus far governed our national life, you

[n a General Way the Outlook is 


Good. 


SAN FRANC'TSCO. June 21.—The fol- 


lowing is a summary of the crop con- 
ditions existing in California for the 
week ending June 20th. 


Except In the extreme northwestern 


portion uf the state no rain fell during 
the third week in June. At Eurekc. 
the precipitation was more than dou- 
ble the "normal amount, but elsewhere 
it was less than normal. The temper- 
ature was nearly normal. 


The week was good for haying and 


much hay was cut. In some counties 
there are reports of a heavy yield of 
hay and grain of all kinds, all of ex- 
cellent quality. 


The second crop of alfalfa has been 


favored by the weather. Much Egyp- 
tian corn has been planted; fruits, ex- 
cepting apricots and almonds, are gen- 
erally In good condition. 
Peaches are 


better than expected. Cherles are plen- 
tiful. 


Grapes promise a very large yield, es- 


pecially raisin grapes; some muscats 
have dropped, either because of high 
winds or lack of vitality. Pears and 
prunes vary, being plentiful in some 
sections and scarce In utliers. Apples 
will make a heavy crop.

Beets, potatoes and all vegetables are 
doing well.

Terrible Disaster at a Ship 


Launch. 


Hundreds ot People Immersed in 


the Thames and Thirty-four 


Lives Lost. 


LONDON. 
June 
21.—During 
the 


launch of the British first-class bat- 
tleship Albion of. 12,050 tons at Black- 
wall today by the Duchess of York, a 
ceremony In which the United States 
ambassador, Colonel John Hay and 
Mrs. Hay and Lieutenant-Colonel Well, 
the United States naval attache, assist- 
ed, the displacement of water caused 
an immense mass of water to rise on 
all sides, completely submerging one ot 
the lower stages of the yard and im- 
mersing hundreds of people. 


The bodies of live men, 18 women and 


11 children have been recovered 
at 


Blackwall. 


The Duke and Duchess of York have 


telegraphed assurances of their pro- 
found regret and sympathy. 


Thousands who witnessed the launch- 


ing, including the royal party, left the 
scene isrnorant of the disaster. 


The staging that was destroyed had 


been erected for workmen near the 
stern of a Japanese cruiser in course o£ 
construction '•' the ™ankwoll yard*. It 
,1-as a light structure about fifty feet 
long and notices had been posted warn- 
ing the publiu that It was dangerous. 


Despite the efforts of the police some 


two hundred people invaded the stag- 
ing which commands a good view of 
the launching. Two great waves com- 
pletely demolished it and on receding 
carried most of its occupants into deep 
water. The water was alive with strug- 
gling people nnd floating debris. 
It 


•w.as a srene of terrible confusion. The 
shrieks of the unfortunate people min- 
gled with the cheers over the success 
of the launching. 


Fortunately there was plenty of 


help near in the shape of police boats 
and other craft. 
The ship builders, 


with drags, and the liremen who par- 
ticipated were nil prompt in affording 
succor. A number of nurses who had 
come to witness 'the launching were 
among those engulfed. Some of these 
and many others were revived by arti- 
ficial respiration. Some were Injured 
by. colliding with the debris. 


Heartrending scenes have been wit- 


nessed throughout the evening ns the 
Identifying of the 
dead slowly pro-

A SUMMER CROP. 


Now is the Time to Plant Exyptiau 


Corn and Sorghum. 


"What is the best'time for plantln 


a summer crop for feed and how lal 
can the farmers plant it?" was th 
question asked by a Republican report 
er yesterday of Miss Minnie Eshleman 
of the Farmers' Club, who is an auth 
ority on such subjects. 


"Well, I have put in a summer crop 


of Egyptian corn, pumpkins and sor 
rhum," answered 
Miss 
Eshleman 


"Egyptian corn can be planted as la'ti 
as July 1st. 
The corn should be thor 


oughly soaked in water before it is 
planted, as that gives it a start of from 
ten to fifteen days. Sorghum may be 
put in as late as July 4th, but shouli 
he planted earlier. It makes good out- 
side feed: that is, it would not do for 
cows that are milking or for horses 
that are being worked, but for young 
animals out in the field it makes very 
;ood 
feed. It grows rapidly in irrigated 


soil, and three crops can be obtained 
before the frost kills the sprouting 
leaves. It is readily cured into hay. 
Egyptian corn does not require much 
water, and. in fact, thrives on land 
rhich is subject to sub-irrigation." 
It is believed that a large summer 


crop will he put In the irrigated sec- 
ions this year on account oC the scar- 
city of feed and the high price of hay. 
It is important, though, that the farm- 
ers should begin planting before it Is 
:oo late."

531, whereas the combined vote of the 
two parties this year was 34,530, a de- 
crease of 9000 votes. The middle-of-the- 
road men cast only 2866 votes in the late 
election, which shows that the percent- 
age of simon-pure reformers is rather 
small, at least among Oregon Populists. 
The Prohibitionist* polled a vote of 2212, 
about 500 fewer than in ISM.
